Ia the liquor trade right ? Yee, if it. 
hurts nobody and ii areal benefit to society 

It is right to sell liquor if the seller offers 
yon a really valuable commodity and you 
get the worth of your money. It is all 
right to have liquor bar-rooms in your towu 
if they never injure the morals of tUe yoaug 
men, but always help to make them nobler 
aud better. The liquor trade is assuredly 
right if thousands of women ail over the 
oountry cheerfully testify that their hus 
bands are all the kinder husbands for it, 
and all the better fathers. 

If the jndgee and magistrates everywhere 
deolare that, whoever are brought up before 
them as criminals 11 is not, any rate, the 
drinking class, as a rule, that appear in the 
oourts ; if the Insurance Companies all tell 
yon that the date they like to insure most 
readily is always the men who drink ; if 
the Railway Companies and all other great 
corporations who employ many thousands 
of men are quite agreed that drinking mon 
are by far the most efficient and reliable em¬ 
ployees that they can find—who can doubt 
that drinking liquor, buying and selling it, 
is a right and good thing ? 

If the clergymen of all ohnrobee will cer¬ 
tify yon that the more of drinkiog member- 
snip they have in the obprohes, the purer, 
more godly and more useful their ohurohss 
always are—who oould doubt the righteous¬ 
ness and beuefloenoe of the liquor 7 

Well, if the liquor trade is iudeed a right 
and good thing why not extend the blessing 
of it as fast as we can 7 

If it is right and good it is just the thing 
we want. The world is poor enough iu 
good things without robbing us of those we 
have. If you believe that the liquor trado 
ie right and good, your oousoieuoe certainly 
will not let you vote it down. You ought 
not to do violeuoe to your oonsoieuoe. 

Well, you believe that the liquor traffic 
is really right, do you 7 You oould gut 
down on your knees, oould you, and thauk 
God for the liquor traffic ? You oould 
recommend your friends to go into the 
business because you oould teli them you 
sincerely believe it was an honest honorable, 
naeful occupation,—you could do that, 
oould you not ? 

You would like to set up your ownsou in it, 
would you not ?

WITH TOAST AND CRUMBS. 

Croam of Cheese on Toast.—Make 
a thin white eaucc (1 tablespoonful 
butter, 1 of flour und 1 cup sweet 
milk). Have ready 1 cup grated 
cheese and 0 slices toasted bread. 
Moisten the toast with a little hot 
water, season the cheese with half 
teaqioon salt und a tiny dash of 
cayenne pepper. Turn the choose in¬ 
to the white sauce and when melted, 
spread ovor the moistened toast. 

Small piccos of toasted broad muy 
be served with soup in pluco of 
cracker*. Pork chops and veal cut¬ 
lets are vrry much better if breaded. 
Dip them in beaten egg, then in 
ogg crumbs, season and fry in hot 
fat. The crumbs form a crust over 
the meat and retain all the juices. 

Proad G riddle Cakes.—Take stale 
bread and soak over night in sour 
inilk. In the morning rub through a 
Colander, to one quart add the yolks 
of two eggs, one teaspoon salt, ono 
teaspoon soda, two tablespoons 
sugar, and flour enough to mako a 
batter a little tftickor than for buck¬ 
wheat cakew. Add the well-beaten 
whites aud bake. 

Queen of Puddings.—Soak ono pint 
bread cr»’inbs in one quart milk for 
an hour, then add ono cup sugar, a 
small piece of butter und the yolks 
of four eggs. Bake for thrce-qu4i- 
iers of an hour in a steady oven. 
■$V!ion done, spread with a layer of 
jam or Jelly. Bent the whites of the 
Oggs to a stiff froth und add two ta¬ 
blespoon* powllcred sugar. spread 
on the top and brown. This pud¬ 
ding is good without a sauce and is 
very good cold. To make a cocoa- 
nut pudding, soak half cup desiccat¬ 
ed eocoanut in hot milk and add to 
the pudding, baking and finishing us 
before. 

Prune Padding.—Like the othor, 
this is really a broad pudding, but 
it is so goo<\tlmt no one would sus¬ 
pect it. OnHiulf pound (34) prunes 
chopped, half cup nuts chopped, half 
cup bread crumbs, ono tablespoon 
melted butter, one tablespoon sugar, 
one ogg. Moisten with milk und 
link© one-half hour. Serve with 
whipped croaiu. 

BED DRESSING. 

Iiratdng the bed is an important 
question. The wrong thing can go 
so far toward spoiling the effect of a 
room that .something should be used 
over it outside of tho while spread 
is the accepted method these days. 
Swiss, dotted or plain, over a col¬ 
ored silk slip is often used. Hut 
such drapery belongs to those with 
plenty of maids and an unlimited 
laundry hill. For the others there is 
a ' harming spread of flowered mus¬ 
lin. like (limit v, trimmed with course 

lure. 

Flowered cretonne in simple de¬ 
sign fuokes one of the best spreads of 


In warm water rather than over a 
hot stove. 

Imperial Muffins—Scald one cup 
milk, add one-quarter cup sugar, and 
one-half teaspoon salt. When luke¬ 
warm add one-third yeast eako, dis¬ 
solved in one-quarter cup lukewarm 
water, and one and one-quarter cups 
flour. Cover and let rise; then add 
ono cup cornmeal and one-half cup 
flour. Let rise ovor night. In morn¬ 
ing All buttcrod muffin rings two- 
thirds full; again let rise until mix¬ 
ture Alls rings or gem pans. Bake 
in a hot oven 30 minutes. This re¬ 
cipe was the result of an experiment 
and proved an excellent addition to 
the list of warm breads. 

HOUSEHOLD TOOLS. 

The house unprovided with ham¬ 
mer, screw-driver and brad awl lacks 
perfection. The house in which those 
tools have to bo searched for calls 
for improvement. On tho door cas¬ 
ing behind pantry, collar or closet 
door, mc \y be found an out-of-sight 
yet ncar-^Hiand spot for them. Be¬ 
tween two stout nails two inches 
apart you can hang tho head of tho 
hammer. Inch-wide strips cut from 
a man's leather shoe can bo fasten¬ 
ed to tho door casing by means of a 
largo tack, at each end to form a 
sort of loop behind which the screw¬ 
driver and brad awl can bo slipped, 
llavo the leather strips about foyr 
inches long; nail one end, then try 
tho tool to see how much fulness will 
Ixj needed to hold it firm, slipping 
moro than half through. Ono door 
.casing will accommodate four or 
five tools, ono above another. 

A KID SOFA PILLOW. 

Savo the best parts of old kid 
gloves. When a sufficient variety is 
saved, clean with gasoline and pull 
into shnpo when dry. Cut into dia¬ 
mond, square, triangular and other 
shapes, und baste on a strong foun¬ 
dation, square, working in tho dif¬ 
ferent colors und shades from black 
to pearl and white, into **in artistic 
whole. Work tho edges of the kid 
pieces in a fine briar stitch, using 
up odds und ends of embroidery silk. 
Homovc tho basting threads and 
inuko up into a sofa piilow. Tho 
same kind of cover can bo mudo for 
un Indian seat, a foot-stool or to 
cover tho upholstered seat of an old 
chair. 

WASHING KIBBoks. 

Almost any ribbon can be wuhIkhI 
successfully if care is used. Make a 
thick suds of warm water und any 
pure white soup, ami lift tho rib¬ 
bons up and down in this carefully, 
changing the water us often os ne¬ 
cessary. Never rub soap oil the rib¬ 
bon. lluiq^ the ribbons up to dry 
and when/ready to iron lay them be¬ 
tween sheets of tissue paper. There 
will 1«; no glaze from tho iron in 
this way upon the wrong side Of tho 
ribbon und if they are allowed to dry 
well before pressing, they will not be 
still. 
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FAIRS IN GREAT BRITAIN, 

IIOW AGRICULTURAL SHOWS 
| ARE MANAGED THERE. 

Divided Into Four Classes: Breed¬ 
ing Types and Implements, Lo¬ 
cal, Fat Stock and Specific. 

A private letter from Mr. W. A. 
MacKinnon, ( hief of the Fruit l>i- 
vi.-ion, Dominion I'opart ment of Ag¬ 
riculture, who is now in Great Bri¬ 
tain, contains some interesting notes 
on the dr veto] mien t of Agricultural 
shows in that country. Home of his 
criticisms given herewith are well 
worthy of notice by those interested 
in agricultural educulidn in Famidu. 

“One striking feature of flic recent 
ltoyal Show at Carlisle, Eng., was 


by ths Dulro of Portland, known a* 
the Walbock Tenant Farmer*’ 
Show/ » 

"The Secretary of the Royal Agri¬ 
cultural Society states that the 
year 1790 saw tho beginning of Ag¬ 
ricultural shows in Great Britain. 

"Particular enquiries about the 
standards adoptod in judging stock 
at these shows failed to elicit a defi¬ 
nite statement on this point. In 
fact tho officials theraswIVes were not 
any too clear as to what is or 
ought to bo tho standard. 

"Thoy appear to have fallen into 
tho oasy error of looking on tho 
prize itself ns being the end and 
goal of the exhibitor's ambition. On 
pressing tho matter somewhat close¬ 
ly, certain officials admitted that 
too little attention was paid to 
cither tho educational value of the 
show or the cash result to tho farm¬ 
ers at largo. 

"In tho catalogues and prize lists 
judges are warned not to lie influenc¬ 
ed by tho market value of stock in 
making their awards, and a high 
official stated that in his opinion 
too little attention was paid to tho 
economic valuo of tho exhibits, and 
that farmers were sometimes misled 
by awards so as to produce an ar¬ 
ticle which is not remunerative. 

"With regard to tho Smitbfleld 
show they havo begun to make im¬ 
provements in tho direction of mar¬ 
ket* demands; that is to be expected 
as tho object of tho show is to cn- 
courago tho production of butchers' 
meat. Formerly prizes were given 
for animals four years old, but late¬ 
ly this has been cut down to 
THREE AND UNDER, 
and no prizes uro given for cows. 
Tho rcHult is that thoy get fewer of 
tho "tallow" animals which used to 
, bo seen there; yot they still give 
awards in somo cases to animals 
which would not bo sought for by 
a butcher. 

“The Smithfield judges are brood¬ 
ers, and tho Ioshoiis learned by farm¬ 
ers from the judgment have to bo 
pickwl up without tho benefit of any 
explanation or reasons from tho 
judges. Farmers are suppoted to 
learn from th<y show that certain 
types of animals can bo made to 
put on flesh at a certain ruto-weight 
for ago. 

"There is also a slaughter^ class 
which tho Judges view and rank 
alive and afterwards when killed, 
secretary says that the average re¬ 
sult is that tho Kamo animals are 
ranked first both alive and dead, but 
there are exceptions and some d ! »- 
satisfaction in consequence. In this 
| class ono Judge is usually a farmer 
land tho other a butcher; these have 
similar ideas for tho block test. 

| Heifers must he killed if they take a 
prize, this being a meat show, and 
not a general or agricultural show. 

I "Educational mootings are all 
but unknown. At Curlislo there 
were demonstrations of dairying 
proertwes, but no word of explana¬ 
tion seemed to be given. Guelph 
j lends them all for active, energetic, 
intelligent education, for in Britain 
the farmer soems to bo considered 
| highly honored in heing allowed to 
exhibit, and thoy let him pick up 
! some crumbs of information if he 
1 can."

The profes¬ 
sor explained tho action of tho drug 
as the writhing frog exhibited all 
tho agonies that Coffin had suffered 
as lie died.

Immense Possibilities of Our For¬ 
est Resources. 

A despatch from Toronto Bays : — 
The official report of the third an¬ 
nual meeting of the Canadian Fores¬ 
try Association is exceedingly inter¬ 
esting and contains^ a great deal of 
practical information on a subject 
about which too little is known and 
to which too little attention is 
given by the general public. The 
immense possibilities of our northern 
forest resources ure shown by tho 
following extract from the pap°r of 
Mr. Thos.

Croam of Cheese on Toast.—Make 
a thia white eaucc (1 tablespoonful 
butter, 1 of flour und 1 cup sweet 
milk). Have ready 1 cup grated 
cheese and 0 slices toasted bread. 
Moisten the toast with a little hot 
water, scuson the chec.vo with half 
ka^ioon salt und a tiny dash of 
cayenne pepper. Turn the cheese in¬ 
to the white sauce and when melted, 
spread over the moistened toast. 

Small pieces of toasted bread inay 
be served with soyp in place of 
cracker*. Pork chops and veal cut¬ 
lets ore v?ry much better if breaded. 
Dip them in beaten egg, then in 
ogg crumbs, season and fry in hot 
fat. The crumbs form a crust over 
the meat and retain all the juices. 

Bread 0riddle Cakes.—Take stale 
bread and soak over night in sour 
milk. In the morning rub through a 
Oolander, to one quart add the yolks 
of t wo eggs, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon soda, two tablespoons 
sugar, and flour enough to mako a 
batter a little thicker than for buck¬ 
wheat cakes. Add the wcil-boaten 
whites and bake. 

Queen of Puddings.—Soak one pint 
bread cn'inbs in one quart milk for 
nn hour, then add ono cup sugar, a 
small piece of butter and the yolks 
of four eggs.

This re¬ 
cipe was the result of an experiment 
and proved an excellent addition to 
the list of warm breads.

"Particular enquiries about the 
standards adoptod in judging stock 
at these shows failed to elicit a defi¬ 
nite statement on this point. In 
fact tho officials themselves* were not 
any too clear as to what is or 
ought to bo tho standard. 

"Thoy appear to have fallen Into 
tho oasy error of looking on tho 
prize itself ns being the end and 
goal of the exhibitor’s ambition. On* 
pressing tho matter somewhat close¬ 
ly, certain officials admitted that 
too little attention was paid to 
cither tho educational value of the 
show or the cash result to tho form¬ 
ers at largo. 

"In tho catalogues and prize lists 
judges arc warned not to bo influenc¬ 
ed by tho market value of stock in 
making their awards, and a high 
official stated that in his opinion 
too little attention was paid to tho 
oconomio value of tho exhibits, und 
that farmers wore sometimes misled 
by awards ho as to produce an ar¬ 
ticle which is not remunerrttive. 

"With regard to tho Smithfield 
show they havo begun to make im¬ 
provements in tho direction of mar¬ 
ket* demands; that is to be expected 
as the object of tho show is to en- 
courngo tho production of butchers' 
meat.

THE WINTER rnOBLEM. 

II. J. Dlnnchard, an extensive 
breeder of White Leghorns, gives his 
vJews and experience on this subject, 
which we copy in a condensed form 
for the benefit of our readers. From 
ouj own experience we can endorse 
them as eminently practical and 
sensible. lie says: 

J he whole problem of winter feed¬ 
ing for eggs can bo expressed in one 
short sentence—turn winter into sum¬ 
mer. This is easy to say but very 
hard to accomplish, and the best wc 

.can do i 8 to supply some of the con- 
ditions which exist in summer, 
j 'J ho first essential is warmth, but 
i, “S* 1 not bc * u PPHed by artificial 
• neat, a# this makes the fowls tender 
I and susceptible to colds, but by 
j'vann houses, to keep out wind and 
frost and conserve the natural heat 
(Of the birds. Dryness is next to bo 
considered, and this is best brought 
about by keeping the house clean 
und the floor well littered with straw 
and some absorbent material like 
clmfT. Also ventilate a little by tire 
windows every mild day by opening 
them u little, according to the wea¬ 
ther. This will carry out moisture, 
purify the air, a nd keep 1 lie fowls ac¬ 
customed to the outdoor tempera* 
;um\ so they will not bc affected no 
much by extremely cold spells. 

A straw filled ioft in the poultry 
house is a great nid in keeping it 
worm und dry in winter. This loft 
floor may be mndc of chelfp boards 
and sljciJd have plenty of chicks to 
let nioIUuro pass up and bo absorb¬ 
ed in the straw above. Of course, 
they need good food and enough ,of 
it, but 1 firmly believe it is not so 
much the kind of food but the way 
they uro fed and managed that makes 
them luy best. 

1 cun do no better than to give 
our own poultry bill of fare. Our 
whole grains are corn?* wheat, buck¬ 
wheat and oats mixed, about equal 
parts. In the inorning^a vepy scant 
ration of the mixed grains is given, 
not more than one-fourth of whut 
they would eat. scattered in litter 
on the floor. Next comes water 

SLIGHTLY WARMED 

in coldest weather. They arc 
kept busy scratching for grain 
and running to the water pan for an 
hour or more, and the exercise thus 
induced warms them more effectually 
on a cold morning than would a 
warm mush. They are next given 
cabbages or mangel beets edt in 
halves and placed on the floor. The 
birds arc thus kept busy all the 
forenoon working for! a little flood, 
and at noon arc hungby and ready 
for a big dinner of warm mush, 
which is fe«l in troughs, all they 
will clean up in a short time. 

Our mnsli is made as follows: 
Ground oats, cprn meal and wheat 
brim, about equal parts by measure 
for tin* base. To this we add ono 
pound oil meal and time pounds 
high grade beef scrap for each 100 
fowls, ail well mixed while dry. To 
each 100 hens we also allow* two 
quarts of clover cut in one-dglith- 
inch lengths und soaked in hot wa¬ 
ter, in which has been dissolved a 
little salt. The whole is then thor¬ 
oughly mixed with a shovel until in 
a moist ami crumbly stall*. neither 
dry nor sloppy It is Hun fed while 
yet warm. We sorncl hues substitute 
boiled and mashed potatoes or tur¬ 
nips for the clover for a change. 
After this big dinner of warm mash

at or before - roasting time; and 
gradually they will be taught to 
come home at night for this feed of 
corn. And aa the weather growa 
cooler they should have some - corn 
in the morning as well. Keep add¬ 
ing to this feed until you have them 
so uaed to being fed that they will 
know they can hav$ all the corn they 
will eat; and by thhfr gradual increase 
you will have them on a strong full 
feed of corn by the time frost comes, 
and they will not have the setback 
they might have if they had been 
neglected.

If he is watered the grain will be 
washed into the intestines, there to 
ferment and give trouble. The oil 
will clear lilm.

Barley, wheat und rye arc all dan¬ 
gerous feed for a horse, as they arc 
liable to cause indigestion, colic, etc. 

When these grains are fed they 
shouhj be boiled and mixed with cut 
hay, roots, etc. 

In this shapo they are far less 
dangerous sind are well adapted to 
fitting horses for sale or show. 

When fed dry they should be 
ground and fed with onts and bran 
’and should not form over one- 
fourth of the mess at any one meal 
and should not bc fed more than 
once daily. 

Exercise is essential to the health- 
fulncss of a mare and foal. 

If a horse breaks loose and rats 
bis fill of grain do not water him, 
but give him a dose of oil.

is the Urge quantities and noxious 
nature of tbe weed seeds found In 
most of the sample* that render the 
evils connected with the trade in grass 
and clover seeds of more than ordinary 
importance to agriculture. The num¬ 
ber of weed seeds per pound of seeds as 
marketed, ranged with Timothy from 
0 to 237,690 ; Alsike from 90 to 180,- 
450 ; and Red Clover from 0 to 46,505. 
The approximate number of seeds in a 
pound of Timothy seeds is 1,850,000 ; 
Alsike 750,000; and Red Clover 800,- 
000. The weed seeds named in the 
order in which they most frequently 
occurred consisted of foxtail, rlbgrasa, 
lamb's quarter, white cockle, sheep 
sorrel, curled dock, false flax, pepper 
grass, mayweed, Canada thistle, com¬ 
mon plantain, lady’s thumb, pigweed, 
black medick, ragweed, charlock or 
wild mustard and perennial sow 
thistle. 

Tbe trade in red clover and alsike is, 
undoubtedly, the most fruitful medium 
for the dissemination of weed pests. 
The steadily increasing demand for 
these seeds for both the home aud the 
export trado has encouraged their pro¬ 
duction on farms that are foul with 
weeds. Canada exports annually large 
quantities of alsike and red clover seed 
to Europeau.countries, where a thor¬ 
ough system of seed control has be¬ 
come established and when* only the 
best re-cleaned stocks can liud a mar¬ 
ket. The screenings from these im¬ 
ported seeds are much in demand on 
our homo markets and are retailed by 
local dealers. 

There are few agricultural mercan¬ 
tile articles the real value of which is 
so difficult to judge from the appear¬ 
ance as grass, clover aud other small 
seeds. Competition is said to be the 
life of trade but fair competition in 
the seed trade is possible only when 
the seed is sold according to fixed 
standards of quality, or under a 
definite tfuaiantee based upon a stan¬ 
dard method of analysis. The seed 
trade in Canada has been passing from 
the hands of reliable seed houses into 
the hands of incompetent and irrespon¬ 
sible local dealers whose main busi¬ 
ness is of an entirely different charac¬ 
ter. There are far too many jobbers 
dabbling in the seed business aud the 
result is that competition has been 
confined to prices alone. Unfortunate¬ 
ly most farmers as well as seed mer¬ 
chants are uot acquainted with the 
impurities that commonly occur in 
grass and clover seeds, and when 
making their purchases are content to 
screw down the price aud trust to 
luck. As long as theie is a demand 
for cbtop seed, a worthless low grade 
article will be offered; and until 
Canadian farmers have come to know 
that the highest obtainable quality of 
seed is always the cheapest, the best 
quality of our home grown seeds will 
be exported to countries where the 
seed trade is conducted on a more 
businesslike basis.

Bow to Know tko risst-itavto 
Reanodloa tf Affected tor It. 

“If one knows bow the Rhu* toxico¬ 
dendron—tbut Is tbe scientific name 
for poisonous Ivfc-looks,’’ said a man 
of tbe woods, “he can avoid it with 
ease. It is sometimes a low shrub 
about a foot high, and it, is also a 
graceful vine, with stout, hairy stems. 
This vine sends out horizontal branch¬ 
es. The bush and the vine do not look 
alike, but both have coarse toothed, 
oval poluted leaves. These are always 
three In a group, and the plaut also 
bears small greenish white berries." 

Poison oat, otherwise Rhus radlcans, 
and poison sumac, or Rhus vluenta, 
are other pluuts to be avoided by vis¬ 
itors to the woods. The sumac bus 
groups of four leaflets, oval pointed In 
form, arranged ou a tapering stem. It 
differs from the real sumac in so fur 
thut Its leufiets Incline upward. In 
the autumn the foliage Is a brilliant 
scarlet The little berries look like 
grayish white grupes. 

A good antidote for Ivy poisoning in 
its first stages Is u solution of ordinary 
baking sodu. A bottle containing a 
pint of water nr 1 a heaping teaspoon¬ 
ful of baking soda Is carried by umuy 
persons who tuke walks in tho woods, 
for, while j^me people may handle the 
poison vinos without danger, others 
are poisoned If they puss within twelvo 
feet of them

Lennox at the laet contest. Late on Toee- 
day afternoon the Uonaervativea filed their 
particulars in the orote petition against M. 
S. jladole, the Liberal candidate, and the 
ohargee—there are 187 of them. The 
Liberals also filed their particulars in their 
straight petition. There are 82 charges 
made, mainly of bribery, treating, etc. 
lhe L«nn<i* case will be heard at Napanee 
on Nov. 26, and disclosure* of an exceed¬ 
ingly shady nature may be expected. 

The Conservatives’ petitioners are John 
Frederick Baker, Henry Milling and 
Rbeuben Harrington. 

Co,lie rvatives charge that after 
Madole received the nomination the offi cers 
of the Reform Association of the riding 
entered into a plan or conspiracy by which 
the organization of the riding wss placed 
in the hands of a man so as to relieve 
Madole from personal responsibility for 
corruption, and that to this end W. 8 . 
Harrington K.C., oomraunicated with Hon. 
J. R. Stratton, and that be with the know¬ 
ledge and oonsent of Madole, or through 
Alex. Smith, Liberal organizer, or someone 
else, provided money which was oorruptiy 
xpended in Lennox, and also gave George 
M. Sutherland of Toronto money to spend 
for corrupt purposes in order to secure 
Madole’s election. 

That George M. Sutherland, who was 
a Liberal organizer, with the aotual know¬ 
ledge or consent of Madole, promised and 
endeavored to proonre votes for him, and 
that he was given money for this purpose 
from the campaign fund. 

That Hon J. R. Stratton, through his 
executive officers, or through Alex. Smith, 
caused to be delivered to George M. 
Sutherland or romfe other worker a large 
snm of money for the express purpose that 
it should be used for the purchase of votes 
and for the purchase of liquor for bribing 
and corrupting the electors of the riding, 
and paying the expenses of voters drawn 
to and from their respective polling places, 
and illegally hiring conveyances to draw 
voters to and from the polling places, or 
generally for illegal, corrup* and unlawful 
purposes in advancing the election of 
Madole. 

CONSPIRACY TO CORDPT. 

Another charge reads: "That the said 
conspirators entered into a plan by which 
the whole riding was to be corrupted, 
debauched and illegally worked and mana¬ 
ged in the interests of the said M. 8 . 
Madole, so that the election returns would 
be in his favor, and would not represent 
the legal and proper vote or opinion of the 
electors of the said riding.” 

Against Mr. Madole it is charged that 
“believing and supposing that by doing so 
he would bo relieved from &U personal res¬ 
ponsibility therefrom, lie acted through the 
Baid Geo. M. Sutherland as a proxy, attor¬ 
ney, agent or representative, and through 
the said George M. Sutherland managed 
and controlled tlie said body of workers for 
illegal and corrupt work, and the said work¬ 
ers and others oi the said oonspiritors dis¬ 
tributed the said funds for illegal and cor¬ 
rupt work, and were instrumental in carry, 
iug out all the oorupt practices hereinafter 
set forth.” 

STOLE THE DALLOT PATERS. 

Perhaps the most serious charge made is

npiraoy and in pursuance thereof it was

Rokewood Refused to Pay High

Lions and Leopards Attack Men 
in Daylight—Battle With 
Great Beasts. 

Dr. Carl Peters, the German ex¬ 
plorer who thinks lie has found the 
Land of Ophir in Rhodesia, has 
brought back to civilization groat 
stories of the hunting in that part 
of Africu. 

In that mysterious land between 
tho Zambesi and the Saba country 
the junglo lias come to its own 
again, covering ancient fortresses 
and palace walls with growth that 
looks as if it never had been dis¬ 
turbed by nmn since tho world bo- 
gan. And in that jungle the wild 
bousts rule. There the lions and 
leopards aro man-eaters, not wait¬ 
ing to be attacked, but carrying tho 
war into tho camps and into the 
very tents of the invaders. When 
Dr. Peters entered tho country with 
his expedition lie was amazed at tfik) 
profusion of life. The land and the 
waters and tho air .were full of it. 

Since his return from his last trip 
ho has declared that the big * game 
hunting in many portions of tho tor- 
j ritory is the Iwst in the world.

j SPOUT AND EXCITEMENT. 

J Dr. Peters says that whatever may 
i Ixi tho caso in some parts of Africa, 
the statement mado occasionally by 
lion hunters to the effort that the 
sport is not very dangerous is not 
true in this region. Lions and 
leopards there * attack the domestic 
animals of mun and man himself by 
preference. They pass tempting an¬ 
telopes and other game deliberately 
and enter the villages to break into 
kraals, where they beat down steers 
and sheep and carry them off. So 
daring arc they that, contrary to 
the grlKTul habits of tbo great cats, 
they hunt in broad daylight as well 
J as by night. 

In the . i uminer of 1880 two officials 
of the Mnshonulnml Railroad were 
actually dragged out of their rooms 
in their huts by lions and carried 
olT within full view of the laborers 
along the railroad.

Loss of Young Cattle. 

A large number of young cattle, mostly 
spring calves and yearlings, and generally 
the best in the flunk, in*thase counties h *vo 
died during the last summer and this fall 
from a disease now kuowu as Black 
Quarter. The early symptoms of ibis fatal 
disease when first noticed (if noticed a» ail 
which is rarely tho case) it* loss of appetite 
and dumpiehness followed by lameness in 
one leg, and iti a few hours death front 
blood poison is sure to follow. Ho sudden 
does death follow after the animal is first 
attacked with tho disuse the appearanoe 
of the carcass, uftir death being u!mo«t 
identically the same as when ki led by 
lightning Many fanners have attiibnted 
tho loss of their young cattle to the laiter 
cause, especially if then, happened to be an 
clt-ctiio storm near before the diad carcass 
was f( und and so positive were some ur to 
cause of death that they actually made out 
their claim papers for tho insurance on 
their live stock against loss by lightning 
but in some cam. bus the uniinuls continued 
to die even when there was no electrical 
storm the claims for insurance weio 
withdrawn. A esse of this nature occur¬ 
red in the township of North Frcdurh Ks- 
burgh, when a farmer was positive that 
the loss of his first animal that died wue 
caused by lightning, but since that time 
he has lost ten more of his best animals, 
making eleven in aB, out of a herd of ‘25, 
many of thorn dying right before his eves 
when the sun was chining, A similar cine 
occutred in tho township of Camden only 
three head having been lost instead of 
eleven au in the former case. The cause 
of disease is said to bo the extra heavy 
growth this season.
